The official census reports the 
city of Havana with 26,701 houses in only 847 of which have occurred cases of yellow 
fever this year, leaving 25,854 houses that have not had a case.

Reports from Nuevitas, Puerto Padre, and Gibra — Yellow fever at Puerto 

Padre. 

Nuevitas, Cuba, December 4, 1900. 

Sir : I have the honor to submit the following report for the week 
ended December 1, 1900 : 

Nuevitas. — During this week 5 vessels have arrived and 6 bills of 
health have been issued. Two deaths have occurred. No more cases 
of yellow fever have been reported or known to exist. The case of 
yellow fever already reported occurred on November 27 in the person of 
Mr. Thomas, special agent, Post-Office Department, was immediately 
isolated in a house 2J miles from this town, and is now in convalescence. 

Puerto Padre. — There was a telegraphic report of 2 very mild cases 
of yellow fever on November 30 in the persons of the doctor and an 
officer of the United States transport Vixen, in anchor at that harbor.
